The unofficial account of the Associated 
Press'‘on Monday, May 7th, set off some spontaneous demonstrations of pent up emo~ 
tions. V-E Day, as declared by the’President on Tuesday, May 8th, started other 
demonstrations but of an even milder degree, On the whole, V-E Day was celebrated 
with a great feeling of relief but with considerable solemnity. To quote Dave 
Boone of the New York Sun who, as 4 newspaperman, is better equipped to report on 
the whole picture, te give you the following; "I was the first to propose & sober 
mood on V=h Day. I began urging it nearly two years beck. But, gosh, I didn't 
even dream that our public officials would almost mike it illegel to let ‘go with 
their emotions a little. The more I read of the wey other countries showed their 
jubilation the harder it is to understand why theré was less spirit of joy over the 
ending of half of the worst wer in history than I*ve seen expressed over a world 
series game or some election returns. Most towns didn't. even toot a siren.” There 
is still the Pacific war to finish and from all reports and appearances, the 
civilians here at home are taking the finishing of this task in a serious manner. 
We sincerely hope that this bloody mess will soon be over, and we are looking for= 
ward to the day when we will have you all back with us at 321 East 42 Strest.
